Lynn is a large village with a popu- 
lation of about 80,000, and compris- 
ing of one mute to every thousand. 
This city is well known throughout 
nited States as the " shoe-mak- 
ers' city." We do not think that 
nether town or city in the 
whole country which equals Lynn in 
the number and size of its shoe fac- 
tories. 

Nearly every male mute here is en- 
1 in one or another branch of 
shoemaking as a means of subsistence. 
A few female mutes are also working 
in the same line of business, though 
not on the same particular branches 
as the males. All good wages. We 
know one mute (male), an edge 
trimmer by trade, who has earned at a 
time when there was a great boom in 
trade u'eek. The majority of 

the mutes are tasters, and make vari- 
ously from $15 to $25 a week. 

One mute, Mr. Jackson by name, 
has lived in this city for a period of 
not less less than twenty years, has 
held several different positions at shoe- 
making, and economy by and atten- 
tion to business has saved up a very 
comfortable sum of money. He was 
robbed of $200 a year or two ago by 
another mute, and though he n* 

red the money, the lose does 
not seem to have affected him very 
much. He is a quiet and good natur- 
ed man, of middle age and height, and 
slender in form. 

Julius F. Lang came to the city 
il months ago, from New York 
City, He has since been working in 
two or three different offices. He is 
a young mute, less than 23, but from 
his size and appearance one would 
take him to be about seventeen years 
old. We learned that when this mute 
first came to Lynn, and made applica 
tion for work to the foreman in one of 
the shoe factories here, he met with a 
flat rebuff. Thinking that the fore 
man had misjudged him, and consider- 
ed deaf-mutes as a class to be poor 
workmen, from the fact that one or 
more mutes whom this man may have 
previously employed turned out to be 
ipetent workmen, Mr. Lang 
gently and persistently pleaded for a 
trial, and taking up a half made shoe, 
he went to work on it. The 6 
man meanwhile standing in mute 
silence, seemed undecided as to 
whether or not he had better m 
the mute, and drop him out of the 
window. He has evidently under- 
rated the competency of workmanship 
of Mr. Lang on account of his youth- 
ful appearances. But the shoe was 
finished in good time, and was ex- 
amined by the foreman. It was not 
long I Ir.
